The Battlethat Crippled The Chinese Navy in 1894 


The 1894 battle was a pivotal 
event in Chinese history，accord- 
ing to Chinn.“The battle went on 
for only two afternoons and, as a 
result of the defeat，the Chinese 
suffered for the next 50 years at 
the hands of the Japanese 
militarists.” Japan became a naval 
Power to be reckoned with and 
gained Formosa and 200,000 
million yen in reparation. 

Both the Japanese and Chinese 
navies were BYitish-trained， Two 
of the Chinese battleships in the 
battle，the Ting Yuen and the 
Chen Yuan (both huge with 7430 
tons_ displacement) were built in 
Germany and some “ Chinese 
cruisers, including the Chao Yung 
and the Yang Wei，were build in 
England.- 

By the end of the battle，the 


Chen Yuen had been disabled, the . 


Ting Yuen much -damaged by 
shells and fire, the Chao Yung and 
the Yang Wei destroyed，British 
and Americn historians agree that 
Japan's fast cruisers and her more 
heavily-armed ships were decisive 
in the battle. The Japanese had 
more Small-calibre firepower and 
were better Prepared for close- 
quarters fighting. 


BRAVELY 
The source materials quote 
European and American officers 
Who served with the Chinese at 


the battle as sayimg that the : 


Chinese fought bravely， Chinn 
feels the Japanese were better- 
trained and the more-dqisciplined

was a friend of Ting, Philo Norton 
MecGiffin，was disgusted with the 
treatment of Ting by the officials. 

SCAPEGOAT 

“Admiral Ting was made a 


scapegoat by court officials in 


order to cover their own rotten- 
ness and disloyajlty'， This， was too 
much for McGiffin，for not only 
did he admire and respect Ting as 
a sailor and naval officer, the two

During the battle， MecGiffin 
served as second in command on 
the battleship Chen Yuen. When 
the captain was momentarily 
jincapacitated by a direct hit on 
the bridge， McGiffin assumed 
command. “For a short period

“When these financial 
institutions establish .branch 
offices in the Chinatown ”area， 
they _ usually .dislocated ”viable 
commlunity-oriented small bus- 
inesses. The demand for space by 
these finamcial institutions has also 
caused rents to increase far greater 
and faster than might be expected 
in other neighborhodqs.”
